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We always try to unmask any Kryvian ( it means BNR) deeds. and 
we also do not support zarubiebnickich ( it means BCR) machinations. 

Standing on the principles of absolute Independence, from pseudo 
BNR clique and from BCR leaders, we defend the vital interests of 
Byelorussia, and our task is to inform compatriots in exile, so they 
will know what these two groups are representing. 

In '‘Byelorussian Voice" for July we called attention to the activity 
of Mr. Abramtchik pseudo "Rada", which according to the Kiensk newspaper 
"Zviazda" , have been sending Byelorussian patriots to Byelorussia for 
espionage. They all have been, for disgrace, arrested by Soviet security 
force and destroyed. From this we see, that the pseudo "Rada BNR" has 
nothing positive politically accomplished but Byelorussian emigree have 
lost some very priceless men, who would be more usefeul in fighting 
communism in exile. 

Now. we have learned, thet president Astrouslci (Gstrowski) of so 
culled BCR created by Germans in 19^3, v come to USA with intention to 
recruit new parachutists. Mr. R. Astrouski for long time could not 
get a visa, because American Immigration Authority considered him as 
an undislreble person in the USA, but he and his present employees of 
Russian fascist organization NTS (NarodnyJ irudovoj tiojuz) which are, 
as it is known, finansed by American C.I.A.. helped him to get through 
legal barriers and come to US for enlistment of patriots. 

Officially, Astrouski come to visit his daughter in Chicago, and 
unofficially to organize new victims of bolshevism. In order to get some 
results he organized staf of national defense B.V.R. (Byelorussian 
Liberation Movement) in Cleveland puting an adventurer to head it and 
in Lew York on his advise Nr# P. left his Job in printing shop, in 
order to have possibility to travel and act. 

Thus, ve infrom all interested, so they will know what is going on 
and to caution all lngenous, that they do not share the fate of those 
sent by Kr. Abramtchik group.
